INCOME TAX IN SWEDEN. 


Results of 
Five Years’ Test of Law. 
Consul General B. D. Winslow writes 
from Stockholm in regard to the oper- 


“Since 1903 a new direcé and pro 
has been in force, viz., 
the tncome tax (Inkomstskatten), the 
regulations concerning which were is- 
sued by the royal ordinance of June 
General self-declaration was 
introdueed, 1. e., the obligation of giv- 
ing information in good faith concern- 
ing one’s income, real estate, etc. This 
obligation devolves upon every one 
having been assessed the preceding 
year at an income of atsJeast 2,000 
kroner (1 krone equals 26.8 cents), or 
having possessed at least this fncome, 
or else a smaller income, in case at 
least 1,000 kroner of it were derived 
from real estate or capital, and finally 
upon every one summoned*by the as- 
sessment authorities thereto. Neglect 
in fulfilling one’s declaration duty en- 
tails the loss of right to appeal against 
the assessment in question. Inten-
